Raising funds

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TEMTY touches local teen-agers 


For the past month, the Towns- 
man has. published a series, 
Andover for Teens, in which 
adults asked teens: How is it going 
for you in Andover? What can we 
do for you? What works for you 
here and what doesn’t? Part of the 
series looked at success- 
ful teen activities. What 
follows is a story about 
TEMTY, which kids say 
they can relate to.

“Judaism says that 
whatever the religion 
means to you is what it 
is; TEMTY helps define 
your meaning of reli- 
gion.” TEMTY President 
Ethan Krasnoo, of 14 
Candlewood Drive, 
explains the importance 
of the Temple Emanuel 
Temple Youths as an “opportunity to 
associate people with the religion.” 

Forty-five Jewish high school stu- 
dents actively participate in social, 
religious and social action programs 
at the temple. Once a month, mem- 
bers of TEMTY gather for a dance, 
pizza party, or other activity. 

“The structure of the regional 
(NEFTY) and national (NFTY) orga- 
nizations require religious compo- 
nents with each function,” explained 
Cathe Tuttman, co-chairwoman of 
the Youth Commission. “A Friday 
night dance will usually have a Sab- 
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bath service beforehand.” 

Students also organize and plan 
temple programs to make people 
aware of social issues in the commu- 
nity. “In order to show the plight of 
the homeless, we planned a night 
when members of the congregation 

took on the roles of 


oe homeless people,” Mrs. 


Tuttman said. “Booths 
were set up and partici- 
pants had to deal with 
places like the housing 
office and other difficul- 
ties that homeless peo- 
ple face.” 

Outreach programs 
have been successful 
through TEMTY. Mr. 
Krasnoo recalls an AIDS 
discussion from four 
years ago. “We met a 
woman who we were 
told had AIDS,” Mr. 
Krasnoo explained. “After reading 
stories and talking about the disease 
with her, we were informed that she 
was really not infected. The whole 
night really enhanced your think- 
ing.” 

Another important aspect of TEM- 
TY is the religious services. Once a 
year, students run a service for the 
congregation. “We make the services 
really creative,” said Tanya 
Tamarkin, vice president of TEMTY. 
After we read the necessary prayers, 
we do special readings and songs.” 

Services, which include lines from 


Broadway plays, English quotes and 
lyrics from songs, have been incorpo- 
rated into services about non-confor- 
mity, freedom and hope and love and 
peace. 

TEMTY, part of the larger organi- 
zation, is run by a board of students 
who plan events for the youth group. 

“All decisions are made by the 
board, and we plan events with other 
groups like dances and Conclavettes, 
weekend trips,” said Ms. Tamarkin, 
who just graduated from Andover 
High School. 

Adviser Rob Berkowitz oversees 
the board. 

Regional dues are paid for affilia- 
tion to NEFTY, and students pay for 
the events they attend. “For a fund- 
raiser we are selling bagels to the 
temple and community,” Ms. 
Tamarkin, 49 Greenwood Road, 
explained. “They just order the 
bagels, and we’ll bag and distribute 
them.” 

TEMTY makes events fun and 
enjoyable to encourage membership. 
“We work really hard on member- 
ship,” explained Mr. Krasnoo, a 1993 
AHS graduate. “Our opening event is 
really fun and open to everyone so 
that people can join after. Members 
take part in whatever events they 
want to. It is completely an individu- 
al’s choice, which is what the reli- 
gion is saying.” 

Many members of TEMTY begin 
in seventh and eighth grade in the 
Jr. TEMTY program.

Liz Anderson is a very popular 
woman.

She attended school full time 
and completed the course of 
study and training in one year. 
At school she not only learned 
hands-on massage techniques, 
but she also took classes in 
pathology and physiology. Ms. 
Anderson also took some anato- 
my and laboratory courses at 
Northernessex and Middlesex 
community colleges to learn 
even more about how the human 
body works. 

In addition to basic Swedish 
massage — a system of long 
strokes, kneading and friction 
combined with active and pas- 
sive movement of the joints — Ms. 
Anderson also performs neuro- 
muscular therapy, which is also 
known as myotherapy or trigger- 
point therapy. Using this 
approach, a therapist applies 
concentrated finger pressure to 
trigger points or painful areas in 
the muscles to work out the pain. 
Massage procedure 

Her office hours vary, but she 
schedules appointments each 
weekday and several evenings. 


When Ms. Anderson books a 
client for a massage, the first 10 
to 15 minutes of the first session 
are set a side for the client to 
answer a questionnaire. 

Massage therapists do not 
diagnose problems, said Ms. 
Anderson. Therapists must 
know if a client has any medical 
problems or if a client is recover- 
ing from an injury. In some cas- 
es, massage therapists contact 
the client’s doctor to discuss the 
pros and cons of massage thera- 
py for that client. 

In the questionnaire, Ms. 
Anderson also looks for indica- 
tions that would tell her that a 
person should not have a mas- 
sage. She will not work on any- 
one who has a bacterial infec- 
tion, communicable skin disease 
or a woman in the first trimester 
of pregnancy, when tisk of spon- 
taneous miscarriage is highest, 
she said. 

“About half the people who 
come in for massages do so to 
relax,” she said. 

The majority of the other half 
come in complaining of neck and 
back pain. She attributes the rise

retired on Dec. 17, 1991, one day before 
he was secretly indicted on the six 
charges of incest, 

After 18 months and 15 court dates, 
it still took more than an hour of 
behind-the-scenes negotiating Monday 
morning before Mr. Duncan and Neil 
Hourihan, Mr. Mooers’ attorney, 
reached a plea bargain agreement. 
Judge Margot Botsford accepted the 
plea and the sentence recommended by 
the prosecution only after questioning 
the victim to be sure the victim under- 
stood it meant Mr. Mooers would 
spend no time in jail. 

The four indictments included six 
incidents of sexual intercourse during 
the victim’s visits home while she was 
a freshman and sophomore at college 
in Ohio. All incidents included sexual 
intercourse and all occurred at Mr. 
Mooers’ home, an apartment in North 
Andover at the time. 

One indictment was for two inci- 
dents of sexual intercourse during the 
December-January Christmas break 
from college in 1980-’81. Another was 
for one incident of intercourse, which 
took place on a mattress on the floor in 
the living room, during spring break, 
between March 22-26, 1982, A third was 
for two incidents of intercourse during 
summer break, between June-Septem- 
ber 1982, and a fourth was for one inci- 
dent of intercourse on the victim’s first 
day home for Christmas break in 
December-January 1982-’83. 

Mr. Duncan told the court that Mr. 
Mooers and the victim’s mother 
divorced when the victim was 2 years 
old. The victim did not come back into 
contact with her father until she was 11 
or 12 years old, after which she began 
regular visits. She moved in with Mr. 
Mooers when she was in eighth grade. 

While living with Mr. Mooers, what 
began as hugging and kissing turned to 
fondling and progressed to oral sex and 
intercourse, Mr. Duncan said. The inci- 
dents described in the indictments 
only cover the period the victim was in 
college because the prior incidents 
were beyond the statute of limitations. 

The statutes only allow prosecution 
for incidents up to 10 years after the 
child’s 16th birthday, or 10 years from 
the incident. Since the victim was 28 
when she filed the charges, they could 
only include the period from when she 
was 18. 

Judge Botsford asked Mr. Mooers, 
while he sat in the witness box, if all 
these incidents had occurred as stated 
by Mr. Duncan, and Mr. Mooers said 
that they had. Judge Botsford then 
asked Mr. Mooers if he was changing 
his innocent plea “because you are 
guilty?” 

“Yes, Ma’am,” Mr. Mooers replied. 

In accepting the guilty plea, Judge 
Botsford said she found Mr. Mooers to 
be competent, and she clarified that the 
recommendation for a suspended sen- 
tence was made by the prosecution 
only after consultation with the victim. 
Victim wanted admission 

The victim, a 30-year-old daughter 
who teaches at-risk youth in Washing-

ton state, read a prepared statement to 
the court after Mr. Mooers made his 
plea and prior to the sentencing 
describing several details of the crimes 
committed against her. She had to stop 
and fight back tears, not always suc- 
cessfully, during her testimony. 

The victim said she understood that 
many people would question why she 
waited until two years ago to speak up, 
and that she was coming forward to let 
people be aware of the effect abuse has 
on a victim. 

When the abuse first started, Mr. 
Mooers told the victim to keep it secret 
or he would have to go to jail, and that 
he “loved me best,” she said. Because 
of this she was unable to be close to her 
family and develop normal relation- 
ships with her mother and half-sister, 
her mother’s daughter from a second 
marriage, but that she is now working 
on developing a relationship with 
them. (Her other half-sister, Mr. Moo- 
ers’ daughter with his second wife, 
does not believe the victim’s allega- 
tions and the two are estranged. That 
sister sat with her father’s supporters 
during the court proceedings.) 

The victim said she did not realize 
she had a choice about the abuse until 
abuse became an issue in the media. At 
one point she told her father that 
another adult was trying to sexually 
abuse her, but her father just said she 
was making it up. 

“It is extremely frightful to speak 
out against someone who has had con- 
trol of your life,” the victim said. 

She suffered through acts that she 
described in court but the Townsinan 
is not publishing. 

“At least once a week I have a night- 
mare of my father insisting on sex,” 
she said. 

When she finally sought help and 
approached her father to pay for the 
therapy, he offered to pay half, despite 
the fact that he had offered her $200 for 
her apartment rent a month earlier,

Victim: ‘Who | am 
is an incest survivor’

The victim in the incest trial of 
former Andover police lieutenant 
Donald Mooers Jr. said in an inter- 
view following her father’s guilty 
plea Monday morning that what she 
wanted more than anything else was 
his admission of guilt. 

“I wanted him to plead guilty. | 
didn’t want (a jury) to say he was 
guilty. I wanted him saying he was 
guilty,” 

The victim, Mr. Mooers 30-year- 
old daughter, is now a teacher of stu- 
dents-at-risk in Washington state, 
She did not want her name used, but 
volunteered to talk about the case in 
an interview following the sentenc- 
ing Monday because she wanted peo- 
ple to know the effects abuse has on 
the life of the victim. 

She started by talking about the 
plea agreement that allowed her 
father to avoid any jail time, and 
Judge Margot Botsford’s question to 
the victim as to whether that was 
OK with her. 

“The system is hard — that he can 
plead guilty if there’s no jail time. 
It’s hard to believe there’s an attach. 
ment to the truth. 


she said. 

She would like her childhood back, 
but realizes that is gone, the victim 
said, and the “pain is really deep.” She 
said she can’t be close to men or let 
someone hug her because she is afraid 
of what it might mean. 

After the victim returned to her seat 
in the front row of the audience, out- 
Side the railing, Judge Botsford asked 
her to address the sentencing issue and 
whether she was satisfied with the sus- 
pended sentence being recommended. 

“I don’t know about sentencing. 
That seems really too hard for me to 
decide,” the victim said. “That’s really 
hard. I don’t know.” 

The victim said what she really was 
after was for her father to admit his 
guilt, “as opposed to telling people I 
lied,” which he had been doing since 
the allegations were made, she said. 


No prior record 

Judge Botsford said she accepted the 
plea agreement because of the trying 
circumstances of a trial, the guilty plea 
by Mr. Mooers, the lack of a prior 
record for Mr. Mooers and the amount 
of time that had passed since the inci- 
dents took place. 

In addition to the probation, sus- 
pended sentences and participation in 
a sex-offender program, Mr. Mooers 
was to pay $50 to the victim/witness 
program and $30 each month toward 
the cost of his probation. 


“I don’t understand,” she said. “It 
was hard being put in the place of 
whether or not he would go to 
prison. I don’t feel I could make that 
decision.” 

She was also dismayed by “the 
whole process,” 

“My father’s hired investigators 
that have gone to everyone I know in 
my life,” she said, 

Mr. Mooers, or his attorney, flew 
investigators to Washington stgte 
and California to question her 
friends, the victim said. 

“All my friends refused to speak 
to them so they only talked to one 
person,” 

The investigators have also gone 
to her house and her mother’s house 
for the past two years. 

“T really feel somebody was trying 
to be intimidating.” 

One of the victim’s two half-sis- 
ters, Mr. Mooers’ daughter from his 
second marriage, was sitting on the 
other side of the court room from the 
victim Monday, with her father’s 
supporters, The victim said that sis- 
ter believed the victim’s allegations 
at first, but then sided with her

No money for therapy 

The victim will not receive any mon- 
ey for therapy, for which there is no 
end in sight, according to the victim. 

“She didn’t bring that up,” Mr. Dun- 
can said on Tuesday. 

Earlier in the investigative process 
the victim had said she didn’t want any 
of Mr. Mooers’ money, according to 
Mr. Duncan. 

“She said she didn’t want money 
from him,” Mr. Duncan said, like she 
wouldn’t take his money. “She certain- 
ly didn’t bring it up at this time.” 

Mr. Duncan also clarified that this 
was a criminal case and not a civil suit. 
Decision on plea 

Mr. Duncan said the prosecution 
had letters written by Mr. Mooers and 
sent to the victim which would have 
been used as evidence by the prosecu- 
tion. 

“They’re not direct admission of 
guilt, but” that would have been up toa 
jury to decide, Mr. Duncan said. 

The trial would have been very emo- 
tional and difficult on everyone, espe- 
cially the victim, Mr. Duncan said. 
And he said she received the one thing 
she said she wanted. 

“It was very important for her to 
have him say he did it,” Mr. Duncan 
said. 

It was important that Mr. Mooers 
got up on the stand to admit his guilt

father. The victim said she does not know about the sis- 
ter’s relationship with her father, but said the sister is also 
having a hard time dealing with her childhood. 

The victim has another half-sister from her mother’s 
second marriage, with whom she is re-developing a rela- 
tionship. 

Started at 12 

The victim said the sexual assaults against her by Mr. 
Mooers began when she was 12 years old. 

She understands that people find it hard to believe a kid 
won't say no, but an abuser can be very manipulative, she 
said. 

“And there’s a lot of grooming going on,” she said. 
“That’s what I knew. That’s what I grew up with. 

“T never told anybody until I was in college,” she contin- 
ued. “I told my friends in college.” 

That was when she watched a movie about incest and 
for the first time really saw the issue as applying to her. 
Since then incest and child molestation have become big 
issues in the media, And that has helped, she said. But that 
wasn’t always the case. 

After talking with her friends, she eventually talked to a 
college counselor. Eventually she began therapy. 

All the victim’s friends now are people she’s known 
from college on, They all know what happened to her. 

“Who I am is an incest survivor,” she said, 

Upset by lies 

The victim said she was upset by the lies her father told 
people after she began therapy and ceased contact with 
him. He told people it was because of the years he didn’t 
see the victim, (Her parents were divorced and she didn’t 
have any contact with her father from the time she was 2 
until she was 11.), or because she thought he was “fooling 
around” on his fiance. 

“T think ‘flamboyant’ was the word they were using” to 
describe him, she said. 

She said his attitude was probably the reason he went 
through three lawyers. 

The victim was asked if she would ever speak to her 
father again. 

“No. I don't think we'll speak again.” 

Would she want to? 

“No, not after all this deceit.” 

Her father did not even make eye contact with her in 
court, she said. 

“T think I don’t want to be intimidated any more,” she 
said. 

It has been two years since the victim filed a complaint 
against her father after making her initial statement to 
officials in Washington state, 

“T don’t want to be passive any more, I am my word,” 
she said, meaning “that I’m telling the truth.” 

But she does want to reconcile with her half-sister. 

“T’ll always be there for her.” 

She is close to her mother, who is Mr. Mooers’ first wife. 
Mr. Mooers has been married twice and is currently 
engaged. 

System needs change 

The victim said she will be an advocate to help other 
victims like herself. 

“The statutes of limitations are way too short,” she said. 

The crimes committed against her earlier, ones that 
were not among the charges against her father, were even 
worse than the ones he pleaded guilty to, she said. 

“The most severe abuse happened before I was 18,” she 
said. 

The statutes have changed, but even current statutes 
only allow charges to be filed within 10 years after the 
child turns 16, or 10 years from the date of the incidents. 
She didn’t file until she was 28. 

The victim is still in therapy and said she does not know 
when her therapy will end. 

“T hope the system changes some day and looks more in 
the best interest of the victim,” she said.

watching the Brady Bunch on TV, eat- 
ing hamburgers and hot dogs, and 
going to Dunkin’ Donuts and CVS. But 
most of all, the residents of Fidelity 
House, 21 Bartlet St., enjoy living in 
Andover because “it is a fun place to 
be.” 

Eight mentally-handicapped adults 
live here: Robin Bell, 38; Kevin Crane, 
42; Laurie Gable, 37; Mary Hannan, 41; 
Diane LaGrasse, 36; Alison Sanborn, 
41; Charles Simione, 44; and Kimberly 
Symonds, 26. 


They live a communal life, sharing 
responsibilities and chores and creat- 
ing a family atmosphere. 

“A typical day begins with the resi- 
dents going to work between 7:30-8:30 
a.m.,” explained Kristin Keeler, pro- 
gram director. “When they return 
from work, they get involved in little 
tasks —- laundry, cooking or baking 
days. We always eat as a family and the 
after hours are their own time.” 


One resident, Mr. Crane, spends his 
free time “listening to records and 
tapes and watching his TV.” His sec- 
ond-floor room, decorated in his a 
shade of blue he loves, contains all his 
best possessions. Mr. Crane’s favorite 
times of the week are when he rides his 
bike with a staff member or visits his 
family in North Andover on Sundays. 

After residents have mastered the 
art of cooking, they can begin grocery 
shopping. “When I get home from 
work,” Ms. Bell said, “I shower, then I 
go to CVS to buy soda and milk.” 


Local merchants have been very 
responsive to Fidelity House residents, 
according to Ms. Keeler. 

Every Saturday morning Ms. Bell 
goes to Dunkin’ Donuts to “buy myself 
a drink of coffee,” and Ms. Sanborn, 
Ms. Hannan and Ms. Gable can often 
be seen eating at Ford’s restaurant on 
Main Street during the weekends. 

“Andover has been wonderful,” said 
Ms. Keeler. “Places like CVS and the 
banks have been so helpful. Also, it is 
incredible how safe it is here. For 
example, in another town we might 
have to be concerned about residents 
crossing the street. But in Andover, 
people always stop.” 


The Fidelity House, established in 
Andover in 1976, is run by six staff 
members and a live-in member. The 
primary sponsor is the state Depart- 
ment of Mental Retardation. Rent and 
food money come from the clients’ 
social security and SSI funds. The loca- 
tion near downtown is ideal since it is 
in walking distance from most things 
the clients might need. 


“People go by and wave or say hi,” 
Ms. Keeler said. “They are friendly but 
not in an overt manner. Some resi- 
dents are withdrawn and it is good that 
people acknowledge them, but not in 
an obtrusive manner.”

Residents spend their days working 
at pre-vocational programs. Through 
the Lawrence Rehab, Goodwill Indus- 
tries in Lowell and CLASS programs, 
these mentally-handicapped adults 
have received on-site work experiences 
from places such as Merrimack Bake 
Shop, WANG, and “various local facto- 
ry sites.” 


Ms. Bell, a long-time resident of the 
Fidelity House, explained that “during 
the day I make boxes and put machines

on tape. At the end of the day, I sit 
down and relax.” 

Although the residents enjoy their 
work, everyone is excited to leave this 
Saturday for the group’s one-week 
vacation at Hampton Beach. 

“Tt’s just a nice group home,” Ms. 
Bell concluded. “I really like living 
here.”

said the decision was not based on 
protests, but because of the cost of 
converting the home for things like 
handicapped accessibility. But at 
least one neighbor was vehemently 
opposed to the home going into his 
neighborhood. 

David Koles, who lives on Castle 
Heights Road, contacted the associ- 
ation on a number of occasions in 
recent months, trying to discour- 
age the group from choosing the 
Castle Heights property. He also 
contacted Sen. John O’Brien, Rep. 
Gary Coon and Buzz Stapczynski, 
town manager. Last week Mr. 
Koles sent a letter to the editor of 
the Townsman, and sent a copy to 
Mr. Stapezynski, which Mr. Koles 
said was to be distributed to select- 
men. [All of the letter is not printed 
in today’s Townsman because the 
group withdrew its plans here.| 

Mr. Koles said in the letter that 
he and his wife have lived in their 
house since 1984 and have put a lot 
of themselves and their money into 
improving it. He and his wife now 
have a 2-year old boy and they were 
hoping that a family with children 
would buy the house in question so 
their child would have someone to 
play with. 

“Now it looks as though his 
friends might be 22-year-olds with 
7-year-old minds,” he wrote. “I am 
not insensitive to retarded people 
having the right to live a normal 
life and have quality of life, but I 
can’t understand how they have 
the right to live anywhere. Do they 
have the right to live in an upper- 
class neighborhood even though 
they didn’t slave and sweat to get 
here? 

“Does Andover need to meet 
some sort of quota for these kinds 
of homes to qualify for additional 
state and federal funding? Our 
neighbor, Lawrence, has done a 
fine job of creating a place for a 
very large number of people who 
know they don’t have to pay for a 
place to live. People who, through 
state and federal aid, make their 
extra money through insurance 
fraud and workmen’s compensa- 
tion. My wife grew up in Lawrence 
and now her old neighborhood 
looks like a war zone complete with 
burned out houses and junk cars 
riddling the streets. I’m not saying 
that this is happening in Andover, 
but where do you draw the line? 
How do you keep the integrity of 
your neighborhoods?” 

He acknowledged that North

Mooers 
should pay 
for therapy 


The outcome — a father admitting 
that he sexually abused his own 
daughter for years — of the incest 
case of former Andover Police Lt. 
Donald Mooers Jr. is sad enough. 
But the sentence - a suspended sen- 
tence and probation for three years — 
is wrong, plain wrong. 

Mr. Mooers, who swore before the 
trial that he was innocent, admitted 
‘to travesties, against his daughter, 
most of which are so bad this news- 
paper cannot print them. His daugh- 
ter says she got what she wanted: for 
her father to admit he is guilty. The 
case was criminal, not civil. The 
daughter did not ask for money. She 
did not press for a civil case. Still, we 
believe money should be involved in 
the settlement. 

While we are not suggesting that 
Mr. Mooers be hung up in town 
square, we are saying money would 
De helpful here. The least Mr. Moo- 
ers could do for his daughter, whose 
life will never again be the same, is 
pay for her therapy. Counseling for 
the abused woman, who is now 30, 
could cost her thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars over her life time. 

The district attorney said Mr. 
Mooers’ daughter did not want her 
father’s money. That’s understand- 
able, but we still believe he should 
establish a fund that’s available to 
pay her therapy bills. This is now; 
later she may find she wants the 
money and then it would be too late. 

Mr. Mooers cannot buy back his 
daughter’s life, but some money 
could help her work toward leading 
a normal life. It is the least he could 
do.

Florence Feldman-Wood of 


Andover demonstrated hand weaving 
at the Boston Museum of Fine Arts 
last month. She was one of 14 members 
of the Weavers Guild of Boston who 
worked on a foot-powered loom in the 
museum’s rotunda. The demonstra- 
tion was held to highlight the re-open- 
ing of the textile gallery and the exhib- 
it “Early Modern Textiles: From Arts 
& Crafts to Art Deco,” which is on dis- 
play until Aug. 29. The loom, bought 
new by Ms. Feldman-Wood in Helsin- 
ki, Finland, in 1971, is a classic design. 
The fabric that was woven, although 
in bright modern colors, was a tradi- 
tional weave structure. 

“Those of us who work with tex- 
tiles, whether creating them or study- 
ing them, are thrilled that the Museum 


of Fine Arts will be exhibiting more of 


its vast textile collection,” said Ms. 
Feldman-Wood. “There is a growing 
interest, among contemporary 
handweavers and handspinners, to 
study older traditional weaves and the 
antique tools involved in their con- 
struction.”

folk people claimed to 
have put $100,000 into a 
house in Chelsea and 
how they netted an 
award in Revere for 
how they successfully 
integrated a home into 
a neighborhood there. 
“May I say without 


being elitist that 
Chelsea and Revere are 
not Andover,” Mr. 


Koles wrote. “I have 
heard that some of the 
group homes in 
Lawrence are the best 
looking homes in the 
neighborhood. These 
are cases where those 
dollars are well spent 
and provide a lift to the 
community.” 

Mr. Koles was con- 
cerned with additional 
traffic from _ social 
workers, employment 
and workshop buses 
and relatives visiting 
the home. He was also 
concerned that, down 
the road, the needs for 
housing might change 
and the program might 
be changed to house 
mentally-ill or sub- 
stance-abuse patients. 

“In a few years my 
son will be able to play 
in the yard by himself. 
Without even mention- 
ing. the possibility of 
something happening 
violently, something 
could happen acciden- 
tally. How do we know 
that for the next 15 
years there will be com- 
plete supervision of 
four patients by one 
staff member 24 hours- 
a day? Will we ever feel 
comfortable letting our 
own child out in the 
yard? Will this affect 
his ability to lead a nor- 
mal life?” 
Mr. Koles questioned 
the non-profit status of 
the agency, because 
people derive salaries 
from the service, and 
suggested that it is a 
business in a residen- 
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tially zoned area. He 
was also concerned 
with property values 
doing down. 

“T can’t stop think- 
ing this is a test that 
God is giving me, the 
consequences of 
(which) to be hashed 
out in the end. I need to 
concentrate on my fam- 
ily and their well-being 
and safety. Finally, the 
question is quality of 
life, whose quality of 
life?” Mr. Koles wrote. 

“My only recourse is

Officials talk 

Andover already has 
at least four group 
homes, including two 
Fidelity House resi- 
dences, one with eight 
residents on Bartlet 
Street and another with 
seven on Morton Street. 
There is also a Depart- 
ment of Mental Health 
home on North Street 
with six residents and 
another on Lowell 
Street with eight resi- 
dents. 

Mr. Stapcezynski 
called Mr. Koles’ letter 
“disturbing,” but had 
no further comment. 
He said the letter 
“speaks for itself.” 

Mr. Stapczynski 
mentioned the letter to 
selectmen last week, 
but board members had 
not seen it by early this 
week. But Selectman 
Larry Larsen said he 
had two issues with it. 

“Legally, this has 
been tested and tested 
again,” Dr. Larsen said. 

If a group home has 
started, it has held up 
in state and federal 
court. “I think if some- 
one wants to start a 
group home they can,” 
Dr. Larsen said. 

But it is important 
neighbors are kept 
informed on what is 
going on, he said. When 
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the first Fidelity House 
group home was start- 
ed in Lawrence in 1973 
or 1974, neighbors were 
also concerned, he said. 
These were not fanatics 
but well educated peo- 
ple, but they just didn’t 
understand it. 

Dr. Larsen said he 
wasn’t sure if the town 
had a role in the issue. 
Regardless of the out- 
come of this site, he 
said the town should 
discuss the issue. 

“One never deals 
with things if they are 
kept under the rug,” 
Dr. Larsen said. 

He would have no 
problem if someone 
challenged him on 
whether he would want 
a similar home in his 
neighborhood, he said.

When Vincent Caristo was a teen- 
ager in 1960, growing up in East 
Boston, he watched John F. Kennedy’s 
inaugural address on TV. He was 
moved by the new president’s plea to 
Americans to do something for their 
country. 

“T must have been about 13 or 14 at 
the time,” said Mr. Caristo, who is now 
46. 

“His speech was inspiring. It 
touched me. I asked myself what was it 
I could do? I realized then, that by 
becoming a teacher, I could do some- 
thing for others,” he said. 

Mr. Caristo, of 4 Seneca Circle, went 
on to become a teacher at Umana 
Barnes Middle School in his childhood 
neighborhood. 

Earlier this year he was recognized 
for his efforts, He was one of only 15 of 
Boston’s 5,000 public school teachers 
who received a Golden Apple award for 
excellence in education. Mr. Caristo, 
who teaches seventh- and eighth-grade 
math, has also taught history. 

About 500 teachers were nominated 
for the prestigious award by their 
peers, principals and parents. They 
were singled out for their special con- 
cern for their students, their successful 
teaching styles, and their efforts to 
involve parents and the community in 
students’ education.

Role models 

Mr. Caristo said he father is his role 
model. He said he learned the impor- 
tance of a work ethic from his father, 
who never finished grammar school 
and who raised his children as a single 
father. 

“He was an uneducated man in the 
formal sense. He left school in the third 
grade, but he was street wise and

worldly wise,” he said. 

“He was a good man who worked 
many jobs to provide a decent home for 
me and my older brother,” Mr. Caristo 
said. 

Reaching his goal 

Mr. Caristo’s dream to become a 
teacher didn’t come true right away. 
When he was 15, he lied about his age 
and went to work as a stock boy in 
Filene’s Basement in downtown 
Boston. He worked his way up and 
eventually became a buyer. After 
working at Filene’s he enrolled at 
Boston State College and earned his 
degree in education. 

Today, Mr. Caristo spends about 
three to four hours each night prepar- 
ing lessons, but he said lessons are not 


‘always learned in the classroom. Some- 


times he takes his students on walking 
tours of their East Boston neighbor- 
hood - the same neighborhood where 
he grew up. 

“T like to point out how things have

But Mr. Caristo knows that life for 
his students in East Boston is nothing 
like it used to be when he was a sev- 
enth-grader. He said many of his stu- 
dents go home to dysfunctional fami- 
lies where there is drug and alcohol 
abuse and violence. 

“To me it’s incredible the long-range 
problems that these kids have to deal 
with. What these kids see before break- 
fast you can’t see on TV,” Mr. Caristo 
said. 

Besides the daily frustrations teach- 
ers experience due to the continual 
shortage of money in the Boston public 
schools, Mr. Caristo said educators 
have to teach emotional coping and 
social skills. Lack of these skills pre- 
vents students from being able to enter 
the classroom ready to learn. Many 
inner-city students don’t understand 
the value of education, he said. 

“They can’t project 20 years down 
the road, so they’re not going to try.” 

He has been asked many times to 
transfer to the high-school level to 
teach, but he said he prefers to teach 
middle school students. 

“When a child hits high school, his 
character is already formed. To have 
an impact on a developing child you 
have to reach them before that. You 
have a greater chance of making a dif- 
ference at the middle-school level,” he 
said. i 

Regardless of the obstacles students 
face, there are success stories and 
many of his students are doing well. 
Those kids and their triumphs keep 
him committed to teaching in the 
Boston public school system, he said.
